$2 MILLION 
IN SCHOOL 
BONDS SOLD

A $2,750,000 Torrance Uni­ 
fied School District bond issue 
was sold Tuesday by the Los 
Angeles County Board of Su­ 
pervisors to Bank of America 
and associates as the best bid­ 
der for the issue, according to 
Dean L. Sears, manager of the 
bank's Torrance branch. 

In competitive bidding the 
bank offered an interest rate 
of 4 per cent and an additional 
cash payment into the county 
treasury of $6,529 as a pre­ 
mium. The premium had the 
effect of lowering the inter­ 
est rate the taxpayers pay 
from 4 to 3.92 per cent. 

The bond issue was passed 
by the voters in 1955, and is 
for construction and improve­ 
ments in school buildings and 
equipment in the district. 

Manager Sears said it is the 
bank's policy to bid on all 
bonds issued by the state and 
its politiqal subdivisions that- 
can be legally underwritten 
and marketed. He explained 
that competitive bidding makes 
it possible for school districts 
and other bond issuing agen­ 
cies to obtain more favorable 
interest terms.

A 102-year-old victim of a 
fire which destroyed his house 
10 days ago died yesterday 
morning in Harbor General 
Hospital of third degree burns 
which covered 30 per cent of 
his body. 

Refucio Zavala, 000 E. Car­ 
son St., was injured in a, fire 
on Nov. '25 which swept 
through the small house in 
which he lived alone. 

When County firemen 
arrived at the scene, Zavala 
was In front of the house, di­ 
recting firemen to Save his two 
goats and two dogs. The two 
goats died in the flames, and 
Fireman Nathaniel Doke was 
burned while rescuing a dog. 

The fire, which totally de­ 
stroyed the building, appar­ 
ently started from an old 
wood-burning stove, firemen' 
said. 

Funeral services are pend­ 
ing at Stone and Myers Mor­ 
tuary.

POLICE TELL MERCHANTS 
OF BAD CHECK UPSURGE

A warning to merchants that the seasonal* upsurge 
in bad checks is about due to begin was issued yester­ 
day by Del, Capt. Ernest Ashton of the local Police 
Department. 

"The number of worthless check reports received 
by this department usually increases about Dec. 1 and 
continues to climb until Christmas," Ashton told The 
HERALD. 

He said his office already has started receiving 
complaints of incidents where people are figuratively 
paying Santa Claus with bogus paper. 

"The police department is not a collection agency; 
we are an agency for prosecution," Ashton empha­ 
sized. "And our ability to prosecute usually is only as 
good as the ability of the victim to describe and 
identify the maker of the bad check." 

He urged all merchants to take the driver's license 
number, vehicle license number and other pertinent 
information of the makers of all checks accepted.

The strike was called by of­ 
ficials of the Oil, Chemical, 
and Atomic Workers' Interna­ 
tional Union, Local . 1-128, 
after negotiations for 'a new 
contract had reached a dead­ 
lock. 

Services of a federal medi­ 
ator, Fred Ferguson, who was 
brought in on Nov. 14 -at the 
union's request, failed to con­ 
clude the agreement. 

Works Manager John Spald­ 
ing yesterday reviewed the dis­ 
cussion which led up. to the 
midnight Sunday walkout In 
a statement given to The 
HERALD. 

Met Oct. 18 
"The company representa­ 

tives met with the union rep­ 
resentatives on Oct. 18 for the 
purpose of beginning negoti­ 
ations on a new agreement. to 
become effective upon termi­ 
nation of the agreement then 
in effect," Spaldlng stated. 

"After an exploratory dis­ 
cussion of the new terms and 
conditions that the union was 
asking for In the new agree­ 
ment, the company submitted 
to the union on Oct. 19 its 
complete group insurance pro­ 
posal covering improved hos­ 
pital and surgical benefits, one 
of the important items to be 
negotiated In the new agree­ ment." 

Spaldlng said discussions on 
the plan lasted for several 
days, and on Oct. 25 the union 
replied that It was still study­ 
ing the plan and would not be 
able to answer until Oct. 30.

When union spokesmen at 
the negotiations reported on 
.Oct. 30 that they were ready 
to submit the company's pro­ 
posal on group insurance to 
the membership and suggested 
that the matter be tabled. 

"Immediately at this point, 
the company presented in 
writing the balance of its pro­ 
posal for a complete agree­ 
ment, including a new wage 
schedule and all other eco­ 
nomic benefits that the com­ 
pany was willing to provide," 
Spalding said.

been prepared to discuss the 
group insurance subject to a 
conclusion before Oct. 30, "we 
could have begun negotiation 
on other areas of the new 
agreement sooner," he said, 

Up to strike time, 85 hours 
had been spent in joint meet­ 
ings with the union committee 
since Oct. 18, the company re­ 
ported.
